to school,” the Public Health
Chief warned. “Their resistance
is really down during the re-
covery period. A too quick rush
to school could have serious con-
sequences,”

A goodly number of adults ap-|
parently are braving the bug and |
continuing with their duties, Po-
lice Chief Percy G. Bennett has
appeared for work every day, al-
though stricken with the debilit-
ating disease — as have Mayor
Albert Isen, numerous police of-
ficers, and other city employees
in short-handed departments.
